Animals” in Tewksbury Section 
$, ‘aph 3.4-stales that “A 
person shall be limited to a 


maximum of three horses in 
suitable areas up to two acres 
On premises exceeding two 
acres, additional horses may be 
kept by application to the Board 
of Health and if the Board of 
Health subsequently approves 
It seems then that having two 
horses, rabbits, plus a house, 
garage, stable and driveway on 
a Jot containing a total of 14,464 
sq. tet, which ts less than one- 
third of an aere, is certainly not 
suitable. Other surrounding 
towns require at least 40,000 
square feet to have one horse. 

Secondly, Mr, Colton has 
already been in violation of 
several Rules and Regulations 
One main violation is that he is 
not 100 feet from each abuttor, 
which is required (Section 4, 
paragraph 4.14). He is only 82 
feet trom my dwelling and only 
33 1eet trom the other abuttor, In 
addition, his stable abuts a tront 
lawn 

Another very crucial issue is 
that the stable area is only 91 
feet from my drinking water 
well. This is a potential health 
hazard to me and my family due 
to contamination of this water 

Now we get Lo the-issue of the 
neighbors a petition was 
circulated and supported by the 
majority of the neighborhood 
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The neighbors on Catamount 
Road are concerned because 
due to the lack of land to ride the 
horses, the children have been 
riding them up and down 
Catamount Road. This they 
believe is a hazard and unsate 
for the children, ‘ 

Now we get to the Board of 
Health Public Hearing on the 
issue — Mr. McMenimen, the 
Board of Health Inspector, 
recommended no permit based 
on several violations of the 
Rules and Regulations. the 
Board ot Health members (John 
Lu, chairman, Joan Dunlevy 
and Michael Daley) elected 
officials, who are in their 
positions to enforce the Rules 
and Regulations, chose to ignore 
Mr. MecMenimen's recom. 
mendation. Instead they voted 
to give Mr. Colton time to 
rearrange the stable and rectify 
some of the violations. In the 
meantime the horses are 
allowed to remain where they 
are. This decision of course 
jeopardizes my health and my 
family's health which this board 
is supposed to protect 

The issue here is that the 
horses should not be there in the 
tirst place without a permit 


(Section 2, Rules and 
Regulations) 
1 might add that the 


newspaper did not mention that 
Mr. Colton works out of the 
Board of Health as Dog Officer. 
One has to wonder if being 
employed by the Board of 
Health exempts one from 
abiding by the. Rules and 
Regulations!”! 

I am extremely concerned 
that a permit would have been 


issued without nan in- 
vestigation, measuring, or 
concern for abuttors, had a 


complaint not been filed, even 
though the setback 
requirements are not being met 
We elect the Board of Health 
members to be our advocates — 
I have my doubts in light of the 
way they have handled this 
issue.

islands which are westerly of 
Italy and southerly of France. 
Cors is the northern one, and 
is a Department (state) of 
France. Sardinia is Italian, just 
south of Corsica. 

During the 1943 wartare, the 
pilots of German planes 
discovered that they could fly 
close to Corsica and Sardinia 
while on flights to bomb in 
Africa, and thus escape 
detection from the Allies. Maybe 
they understood about the radar 
the Allies used and maybe they 
did not, but flying near those two 
islands offered them a shield 
from Allied counter attacks. 

In 1944 the Allied ships used 
the same technique, in going 
north from Atrica. Stick close to 
those two islands and there was 
a good chance that the German 
scouting planes would not ‘see’ 
the ships 

In June 1944 the Goodhue was 
at Pier One in Oran, Algeria. It 
received orders to load troops. A 
French officer would call at 10 
a.m. the next day to make the 
necessary arrangements. 

That French officer was 
supposed to be one who spoke 
English. Such an officer showed 
up to every American ship that 
was going to make a voyage 
carrying French Colonials. Most 
of those officers had a very 
rudimentary knowledge of the 
English language. 

On the Goodhue there was no 
such problem. The captain 
would tell the liason officer just 
what he wanted and the liason 
officer would be all smiles 
because he did not have to 
stumble along in the English 
language. 

Next day the troops would 
come on board, and the vessel 
would make her rture. This 
time it was to go to Ajaccio. The 
Allied command was positioning 
its forces for the invasion of 
southern France. 

The commanding officer ot 
the French was generally a 
Commandante, equilivant to a 
Major in the US Army. He and a 
couple of his aides were always 
invited to have supper (dinner it

TBS, in the Med during the 
war, among Allied ships, was 

ays in the English language. 
This was for the sake of sim- 
plicity and convenience. The 
great majority ofall vessels was 
either British or American, The 
great majority of the signalmen 
were of either nationality 

But, with nine French ships 
and one American of which the 
captain was French speaking, 
why should the English languge 
be used for TBS? It was agreed 
that French should be used. 
‘That was agreeable to everyone 
but the two signalmen on the 
Goodhue, who spoke no French. 

TBS was always a blinker in 
daylight. Signalmen and ships 
officers too could read the Morse 
code easily’ and there was no 
problem 

But TBS in French! The 
signalmen had to work together, 
one reading the letters as they 
came across and the second 
writing them down. Then the 
message would be delivered to 
the captain, who alone could 
read it. It wsn't exactly fun, but 
the signalmen did survive. 

At dinner on that first day out, 
the captain would invite the 
Commandante to accompany 
him, next morning on an in- 
spection of the ship. The 
Commandante would beam and 
accept 

Of course. It was a signal 
honor to be so invited by the 
captain! 

He didn’t know it, but those 
inspection trips were a part of 
the game. There were no such 
trips on the other ships. 

Everyone would meet at 10 
a.m. oulside the captain's office, 
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There would be the Chief 

Steward, the Chief Mate, the 
Chief Engineer and the Purser, 
who had a notepad on which he 
would record remarks of the 
captain. And, of course there 
would be the Commandante, too. 

The Chief Steward would 
hurry ahead opening doors as he 
went, for the captain's in- 
specton. At one point during this 
the Chief Steward would see a 
burnt match on the deck. He 
would hurriedly pick up that 
match and put it in his pocket 
Then he would hurry on to open 
another door. 

Of course the Commandate 
saw it all including the burnt 
match episode. It was all in- 
tended to let the Commandante 
understand that the Goodhue 
was a clean ship! 

‘That night, at the dinner table, 
the captain would announce 
casually that there would be an 
inspection of troop quarters next 
morning. The Commandante, on 
his return to the troop quarters 
would issue orders — Clean up 
this place for the captain will 
inspect at 10 a.m. tomorrow! 

And, at the 10 a.m. inspection, 
the Lroop quarters would be nice 
and clean, It was not like that on 
some other ships, of which this 
tale is a part, but those captains 
did not speak French! 

And the captain of the 
Goodhue did — well, sort of. 

The Goodhue arrived at 
Ajaccio. The troops were 
discharged. The Goodhue made 
a speedy turn-around and it was 
back to Oran, again in a French. 
speaking ednvoy. In Oran were 
more French Colonial troops to 
be taken to Ajaccio. 

The second voyage was a 
duplicate of the first, but when 
the Goodhue arrived at Ajaccio 
things were different 

For there, on the dock, was the 
Commandate and some of his 
officers from the previous 
voyage. They were waiting for 
the ship. They intended to repay 


the kindness that had been 
shown to them. 

“Come, mon Capitaine! We 
are going to.take a trip up into 
the mountains and you must 
come! We are going to have a 
picnic."" 

‘The captain joined the others 
and everyone piled into jeeps. 
down the narrow streets of 
Ajaccio the group headed, with 
the mountains ahead of them. 

Qn one street corner stood a 
Military Policeman, U.S., white 
helmet, white gloves. The 
French officers began to talk of 
him. To them it was hilarious. 

The captain heard phrases 

like “Madame La Presidente’ 
and “Madame La Generale!" It 
was a funny story. 
“Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
had been in Ajaccio just a day or 
so before. She had given orders, 
or tried to give orders that all 
places of prostitution in Ajaccio 
be closed. 

But Ajaecio was a part of 
Metropolitan France. Only the 
French could give such orders. 

‘There was one company of US 
Military Police in Corsica. 

Mrs. Roosevelt had found 
herself powerless to do anything 
except to give an order to the 
lieutenant in command of the US 
MPs. He would station one of his 
men in front of the local house of 
ill-lame, as a warning to other 
US soldiers to keep away. 

To the French it was a real 
comedy. “You. wonder where 
the local house of ill-fame is 
You go down the street, and 
when you see an American 
policeman, white helmet, white 
gloves — Viola! There it is!"

during their week-long (or more) 
stay at Parker Mountain. The 
reservation includes 15 camp- 
sites, named for heroes as varied 
as Davey Crockett and Norman 
Rockwell and for Indian tribes 
like the Iroquois or Apache. The 
reservation has two ponds, Big 
and Little Willey — and activity 
and program areas range from 
field and waterfront sports to 
skeet, archery and rifle practice, 
an adventure challenge course, to 
handicrafts, nature and ecology. 

Town meeting is also one of the 
activities scheduled for the boys 
during their stay. Town meeting 
is conducted by Mike “Fuji” 
Wong of Concord, who said the 
activity’s aim is to impress 
several points upon the scouts: to 
develop awareness of the roles 
people play in protecting the envi- 
ronment, to-appreciate the fac- 
tors which affect the decision- 
making process and to under- 
stand the difficulties inherent in 
solving a problem involving con- 
flicting interest 

Respect for the environment 
includes respect for all living 
things, Mike said. This attitude 
permeates the training at Parker 
Mountain. An example? Just 
after one of the weekend meals, 
Mike exhorted the scouts who 
would be studying frogs as part of 
the nature and ecology training 

“When you handle the frogs, 
make sure your hands are wet, 
because frogs are amphibians. 
They breathe through their skins 
— and you can irritate and scar 
their skins and impair their 
breathing capacity by handling

them with dry hands. Respect all 
living things; respect the en- 
vironment.” 

The child is father to the man, 
according to the poet Word- 
sworth, and it was intriguing to 
talk with the number of scout 
masters, fathers and mothers, 
who said they had been brought 
into scouting, not as children, but 
by their children — and that they 
were themselves learning respect 
for the land and its life through 
exposure to scouting.

the best part of kitchen duty is 
“When we're done. But it’s ex- 
citing to serve. We love the 
challenge of planning, timing and 
the rush of excitement — in 
getting out a meal on time, syn- 
chronized and in good shape.”” 

Food service manager Eliot 
Levine, of Lexington, immediate

I tried to impart that the 
trees, the rocks, the waters are 
friendly — even at night — that 
they comprise a second home, 
and that we are not apart from 
the land, but are derived from it 
After we talked, his homesickness _ 
vanished, The things around him 
were friendly now — and he was 
full of joy to be in the wilderness 

— to be as one with the land."” 

There's joy at Parker Moun- 
tain. But there's more than joy
